mind. Its conferences meet together in Dublin. All 
the conferences of the Society at Inrge, whether in Ire- 
land, Belginm, Holland, Constantinople, or other parts 
of Europe, meet in Paris, and the Council of the 
Society at large is established there. In 
fact it is the working of the Jesuit Association 
All those conferences correspond with a head ; and 
everything that is done in connection with the society, 
fá communicated to that head, and he makes whatever 
use of such information as he considers most effective 
in carrying out their objects. The organisation of those 
conferences was very remarkable. There is a spiritual 
director for each of those conferences selected by.the 
Archbishop of Dublin, or, rather, the archbishop of the 
locality in which the conference takes place. The mem- 
bers are bound by the rules implicitly to obey that 
spiritual director ; and his business was to open 
every meeting with prayerto St Paul.

What the peculiar characteristic of the new organisa-

Yes, no doubt; but does Christianity 
exclude the joint responsibility of populations of the 
game race? Does it prohibit the repelling of unjust at- 
tacks, whether they cóme from abrvad or from home? 
Recent events answer for us. In spite of these, 
some pm persist in asking whether, yes or no, the 
Holy will accept the presidency offered it. To those 
persons a conclusive consideration may be submitted. 
The interest of Rome and the security of the Pontiff 
equally counsel an acceptation which has become almost 
a necessity. Rome is naturally the head of the great 
political body which it is desired to create. Without 
Wed of its central tion, its supremacy over 
Yurin, Naples, Florence, Milan, ad Venice is accepted 
in advance, for it is the Eternal City. ‘Thefuture opens 
up anew to Rume almost as gloriously as the past.” 

The defence of Rome and of the various e cities 
in the Papal dominions is disposed of in these words:— 
“ As to the security of the Holy Pontiff, let it be remem- 
bered that Austria and France cannot have for ever an 
army of occupation in the States of the Church. Will 
an attempt be once again made to create a pontificial 
army? The attempt has been made for the last ten 
years, but in vain.

tiff for £135. 
Keshane v. Hall 

Was an action brought for injury sustained by the 
plaintiff’s sloop under the following circumstances :— 

The defendant was master ofa Cork river steamer, 
called the Prince Arthur and was on the 
ocasion in question following the plaintiff's sloop 
which wes being towed down the river 
towards Queenstown. ‘ihe sloop was proceeding very 
slo: ly at the time, and the steamer much faster; and 
the sloop was keeping at the starboard or right-hand 
side of the new channel, when suddenly she ran aground 
and broke the towing howser by the shock. The steamer 
came down upon her whilst remaining aground; and it 
further appeared that when the sloop struck, the steamer 
had been at a distance of about sixty yards. The Harbour 
Commissioners rules were given in evidence, by one of 
which vessels proceeding slowly are to move to the larboard 
side when approached by vessels moving faster. By the 
Merchant Shipping Act, however, a contrary direction 
is given, by which the starboard is the side to which the 
slow-moving vessel is to turn. Judge Keogh however, 
considered that this rule did not apply to the case, as 
the vessel had not been approached by the steamer when 
she ran aground, and so had got time within which sie 
might have hove to either side. 
he only question was, whether the negligence of the 
defendant caused the accident, and what were the dama- 
ges sustaincd. 

The jury found for the plaintiff £12 10s. 0d. damages.

count of the hunting on Tuesday has been kindly for. 
nished to us by an eye witness:--We devoted the sfter- 
noon to the examination of our hunting grounds, the 
party dividing for that purpose; we found the tracks of 
some otters on the Suir at Ballycarron bridge, and heard 


Home by 9, early te 
bed, as we had to breakfast at 2, a.m., and started af 
2.30 for our meet at the bridge over the AlleeW river, 
near Donaskea. We threw off at 3.30, and hunted the

We then took a turn 
up the Suir, as far as the upper den, finding another, 
which we could make nothing of as he got into deep 
water, where the weeds prevented the hounds fron 
following him. Retracing our steps down through 
Ballygrifin and Golden bridge, without ad- 
venture, but soon after passing the latter, we hit a fresh 
scent, and we followed up briskly past Athassal Abbey. 
Nothing could be more exciting than to see the hounds 
crossing and recrossing the river in full cry, as the otter 
swam along; the pace was beginning to tell on the hunt- 
ers on both banks of the river, when we found near Bal- 
lycarron some young hounds, out for the first time; we 
turned back, but failed to make out our game. We thea 
went on through Ballvcarron bridge, and soon after put 
a young otter down, which the hounds hunted admirably, 
and he was spitted by the unerring spear of Mr. Hill in 
the middle of the river, where only a few of the more 
water-loving hunters had ventured. After this we had 
another run with no success, and finished off with a 
carron, at 10.30. Najor Mansergh, Charles Massy, 
Robbins, Cooper, Chadwick, and many other gentlemen 
were out on the occasion.

just have much about the same character as that of 
several previous years. The catch, up to the closeof the 
nult week in July for several years past was as fhl- 
ws :—1854, 2,340 crans; 1855, 2,300 crans; 1899, 
1,100 crans; 1857, 2,340 crans; 1858, 100 crans ; 1869, 
1,400 crans. Nothing is doing here by way of contracts, 
though we believe several te have authority to pur- 
chase, but at a figure which the curers are not likely to 
accept for the first of their cure.
